Temple  dedication  services  today 


A total  of  75,000  members  of  The 
Church  are  expected  to  attend  the 
dedicatory  services  for  the  newly 
completed  Provo  Temple  today, 
according  to  temple,  officials  in  charge  of 
arrangements. 

The  services , will  be  in  two  sessions 
beginning  at  2 pan.  and  7 p.m.  Each 
session  will  have  an  attendance  of  over 
37,000.  Of  these  approximately  3,500 
will  be  in  the  various  rooms  of  the 
temple,  and  the  remainder  in  nine  other 
buildings  on  the  campus. 

The  dedicatory  services  will  take  place

in  the  beautiful  celestial  room  of  the 
temple,  and  will  be  carried  by  closed 
circuit  color  television  to  other  rooms  in 
the  temple  and  the  other  facilities.  Large 
see-through  screens  will  be  used  in  the 
Marriott  Special  Events  Center  where 
21 ,000  will  be  gathered  and  in  the  George 
Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse  which  will  seat 
7,500. 

Admission  to  the  two  sessions  will  be 
by  special  tickets  issued  through  bishops 
of  the  35  stakes  of  the  Temple  District. 
Each  ticket  will  designate  the  building 
and  session  to  which  the  holder  will  be 
assigned. 

President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith, 
95-year-old  church  leader,  will  head  the 
group  of  General  Authorities  and  their 
wives  who  will  attend  both  sessions. 

THE  DEDICATORY  services  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  President  Smith 
assisted  by  his  counselors,  Presidents 
Harold  B.  Lee  and  N.  Eldon  Tanner. 

Each  session  will  follow  the  same 
general  program,  but  with  different 
speakers.  The  dedicatory  prayer  will  be 
repeated  in  each  of  the  two  sessions  and 
the  congregation  will  participate  in  the 
singing  of  “The  Spirit  of  God  Like  A Fire 
Is  Burning”  in  connection  with  “The 
Hosanna  Anthem”.  All  will  then  join  in 
the  sacred  Hosanna  Shout  which  has 
featured  the  dedication  of  each 
Latter-day  Saint  temple  since  the 
Kirtland  Temple  in  1836. 

President  Smith  will  be  officiating  at 
the  dedication  of  the  second  temple  of 
the  Church  within  a month.  He  dedicated 
the  Ogden  Temple  on  Tuesday,  Jan.  18. 

ONE  OF  THE  stake  presidents  of  the 
Provo  Temple  district  will  be  assigned  as 
the  official  host  in  each  of  the  locations 
where  Church  members  will  assemble. 
The  assignments  have  been  made  under 
the  direction  of  Pres.  Fred  A. 


Schwendiman  of  the  BYU  Third  Stake, 
chairman  of  the  Provo  Temple  Advisory 
Committee. 

President  Schwendiman  explained  that 
tickets  to  attend  the  dedicatictn  have 
basically  been  issued  to  members  in  the 
temple  district.  He  and  his  associates  are 
prepared  for  what  they  feel  will  be 
historically  the  largest  assembly  of 
Latter-day  Saints  ever  held  on  one  day  in 
one  city.  The  combined  attendance  for 
the  two  sessions  will  exceed  the  total 
population  of  the  city  of  Provo,  which 
the  1970  census  placed  at  53,131. 

Upon  their  arrival  in  Provo,  the  General 
Authorities  will  be  greeted  by  Temple 
Pres.  Harold  Glen  Clark  and  his 
counselors,  Joseph  Y.  Toronto  and  O. 
Wen  die  Nielson;  and  by  Pres. 
Schwendiman  and  his  committee  of  stake 
presidents,  L.  Flake  Rogers,  Alma  P. 
Burton,  Grant  S.  Thorn  and  former 
president,  Ben  E.  Lewis  who  is  finance 
chairman.

Truths  of  the  Temple 


President  Clark 


The  following  are  exerpts  from  a 
speech  given  by  President  Harold  Glen 
Clark  of  the  Provo  Temple  addressing  the 
Ten-Stake  Fireside  Sunday. 

What  truths  are  there  at  the  temple  for 
us  to  understand? 

That  there  is  a spirit  which  is  as  real 
and  specific  in  personality  as  the  body. 
That  though  the  body  dies,  the  spirit 
never  dies.  You  can  only  understand 
temple  work  when  you  believe  and  know 
that  the  spirit  is  a literal  child  of  our 
Heavenly  Father.  It  came  from  the 
presence  of  God  and  the  Temple 
ordinances  are  set  up  by  the  Father  as  the 
only  way  that  we  can  return  to  Him  and 
live  in  His  presence.  That  the  spirit  took 
on  a body  to  gain  experiences  which  can 
only  come  with  the  body  and  spirit 
joined  together  on  this  earth.  That  spirits 
can  listen,  learn,  believe,  repent  and  love. 


It  is  the  spirit,  not  the  body,  that  has 
faith  and  repents  and  resolves. 

How  will  the  temple  help  BYU  students 
in  their  daily  lives? 

When  you  plan  to  marry  it  will  teach 
you  that  you  riot  only  size  up  a body  of  a 
sweetheart,  but  the  spirit.  You  marry  a 
spirit  as  well  as  a body  and  the  two,  the 
beauty  of  the  spirit— the  integrity  of  the 
spirit— comes  first.  A noble  spirit  in  a 
handicapped  body  is  better  than  a 
mediocre  spirit  in  a perfect  body.  We 
might  bear  a wounded  body,  but  a 
wounded  spirit  who  can  bear? 

Students  should  not  be  sad  because 
they  cannot  work  in  the  Temple  or 
receive  their  endowments.  You  are 
preparing  yourselves  by  going  to  school. 
The  time  will  come.  And  when  you  do 
take  promises  in  the  temple  you  will  do 
so  with  real  understanding.

Car  licensing  regulations 


Students  driving  in  the  state  of 
Utah  without  Utah  plates  need  to 
either  obtain  out-of-state  permits 
for  their  cars  or  change  their 
plates. 

Out-of-state  permits  are 
available  for  50  cents  from. 
Security  at  B59  ASB  by 
presenting  a BYU  activity  card, 
showing  the  student  is  registered 
full-time,  a driver’s  license  from 
one  of  28  “compact  states,”  and  a 
receipt  from  a safety  inspection 
test.  The  permits  are  valid  until 
February  1973. 

Persons  who  are  not  full-time 
students  must  have  Utah  plates, 
while  students  not  from  one  of 
the  compact  states  must  obtain  a 
Utah  drivers  license.

China , strike,  draft,  and  a ‘lousy’  month 


WALTER  CRONKITE,  John 
Chancellor,  Harry  Reasoner,  and 
William  F.  Buckley,  familiar  news 
personalities,  will  be 
accompanying  President  Nixon  to 
China. 

Those  four  and  83  other 
correspondents,  photographers 
and  technicians  were  chosen  by 
the  White  House  from  more  than 
2,000  who  applied  to  make  the 
trip. 

There  will  be  only  three  women 
in  the  press  contingent  - Helen 
Thomas,  veteran  UPI  White  House 
correspondent;  Barbara  Walters  of 
the  NBC-TV  “Today”  show;  and 
Fay  Wells  of  Storer  Broadcasting. 

THE  SENATE,  by  a vote  of  79 
to  3,  approved  emergency 
legislation  yesterday  that  would 
end  the  costly  West  Coast  dock 
walkout  in  the  event  striking 
longshoremen  reject  a negotiated 
settlement  of  their  contract 
dispute. 

Final  congressional  approval  by 
the  House  is  expected  today. 

At  the  same  time  the  Senate 
tabled  Nixon’s  two-year  old 
proposal  to  provide  permanent 
machinery  for  averting  crippling 
nationwide  transportation  strikes. 

IN  BELFAST,  Roman  Catholic 
civil  rights  leaders  proclaimed 
today  a “day  of  disruption”  in 
Northern  Ireland  despite  a police 
crackdown  that  could  mean  the 
jailing  of  members  of  the  British 
and  Ulster  Parliaments. 

THE  SELECTIVE  Service 
yesterday  told  126,000  young 
men  they  are  free  from  the  draft. 
The  group  included: 

1 1,000  men  who  previously 
were  sent  notices  saying  they 
would  be  drafted  early  this  year 


because  their  original  1971  draft 
dates  had  been  postponed. 

1 15,000  others  who  had  not 
been  exposed  to  the  draft  last 
year  as  long  as  required  by  law 
and  were  liable  for  induction 
during  the  first  three  months  of 
this  year.  This  group  included 
men  who  turned  20  last  year, 


Ignore  those  wars! 
Get  that  monster! 

The  Cambodians  seemed  to 
have  forgotten  their 
foreign-policy  struggles  in  lieu 
of  shooting  “the  monster  who 
eats  the  moon”,  during  the 
recent  eclipse. 

In  Phnom  Penh,  Cambodian 
Prime  Minister  Lon  Nol  was 
heard  on  national  radio 
criticizing  his  own  forces  for 
wasting  ammunition  last  week 
during  the  eclipse  of  the  moon. 

The  soldiers  were  trying  to 
drive  away  Reahou,  a 
legendary  monster  who  is  a 
malevolent  brother  to  the  sun 
and  the  moon.  Tradition 
teaches  that  only  by  making 
great  noise  could  they  prevent 
Reahou  from  gobbling  up  the 
moon  during  the  eclipse, 
darkening  their  nights  forever. 

For  the  average  Cambodian 
soldier,  Reahou  surpasses 
myth. 

During  the  barrage  of 
celebratory  gun  fire  at  least 
five  were  killed  and  87 
wounded  in  Phnom  Penh, 
according  to  a hospital  casualty 
count. 


were  still  classified  1-A  on  Dec. 
31,  but  who  had  not  received 
induction  notices. 

The  men  were  freed  from  draft 
liability  because  the  Defense 
Department  decided  there  would 
be  no  callups  in  January, 
February  or  March  this  year. 

The  men  affected  by 
yesterday’s  order  will  be  placed  in 
the  new  1-H  classification  - a 
holding  category  for  men  not 
subject  to  draft  except  in  a 
national  emergency  - liable 
through  1972. 


SENATE  DEMOCRATIC 

Leader  Mike  Mansfield  said 
yesterday  “It’s  been  a lousy 
January  and  a lousy  February” 
because  of  absenteeism  among 
senators.  He  suggested  that  if 
things  don’t  improve  the  Senate 
should  dispose  of  essential  bills 
and  adjourn. 

Asked  if  he  was  referring  to 
absenteeism  by  senators  seeking 
the  Democratic  presidential 
nomination,  he  replied,  “The 
presidential  candidates,  compared 
to  others  who  are  not  running, 
have  a good  record.” 

THE  TOP  Republican 
congressional  leaders  charged 
yesterday  after  a White  House 
meeting  that  Democratic  critics  of 
President  Nixon’s  Vietnam  peace 
proposals  were  encouraging  the 
Communists  to  stall  in 
negotiations  to  end  the  war.

Ancient  Instruments'. 


A Happy  Combination 
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Savage  Beast  Soothers: 
The  Ancient  Instrument 


“We  compress  into  a year 
or  two  what  orchestral 
players  work  on  for  six.  ” 


Musicians  are  a plucky  sort.  They  have  to  be. 
They  invest  a lot  of  life  in  the  torture  of  practice  for 
music’s  sake.  Maybe  an  obstacle  or  two  just  serves  to 
reinforce  their  artistic  mettle. 

The  Ancient  Instrument  Ensemble  of  BYU  is  a 
group  of  determined  musicians.  Directed  by  J.  Homer 
Wakefield  and  Keith  Loraine,  they  are  determined  to 
prove  that  the  recorder,  the  cornamuse,  the 
harpsichord,  the  viola  da  gamba,  and  many  other 
ancient  instruments  are  still  instruments— not 
antiquarian  toys.  They  practice  daily  together  and 
individually,  some  working  with  five  different 
instruments  for  one  concert.  And  most  of  the 
instruments  represent  a personal  investment  of  cold 
cash— up  to  $3000  in  one  case. 

Ancient  instruments 
obsolete?...  “Baloney!” 

They  are  also  attached  to  these  instruments 
spiritually.  After  all,  these  are  the  instruments  for 
which  renaissance  and  baroque  composers  wrote 
immortal  music.  Compositions  by  Michael  Praetorius, 
Johann  Schein,  Alessandro  Scarlatti,  and  the  Bach 
family  still  find  their  way  regularly  into  our  concert 
programs. 

To  win  recognition  for  these  instruments,  the 
Ensemble  must  soothe  some  savage  beasts.  One  such 
beast  is  the  theory  of  musical  evolution,  which  says 
that  ancient  instruments  fell  by  the  wayside  because 
they  were  too  crude,  too  hard  to  keep  in  tune,  too 
limited  dynamically.  Hence  modern  instruments  are 
so  far  superior  that  we  may  relegate  ancient  types  to 
the  museum  and  antique  shop.  Ancient  instruments 
seem  so  primitive,  so  easy  to  play  but  so  inferior  in 
quality  and  tone  to  modern  ones. 

“Baloney,”  insists  Keith  Loraine.  “Not  being  a 
string  man,  I could  say  the  same  thing  about  the 
violin.  I could  run  my  bow  up  and  down  the  strings 
and  say  that  there  is  nothing  to  it,  that  it  sounds 
terrible,  that  we  should  throw  it  away.  It  takes  just  as 
much  technique  to  play  those  original  instruments 
well  as  it  does  to  play  modern  instruments  well.  And 
the  music  sounds  much  different.  Recorder  music  has 
a fjavor  and  cleanness— based  on  the  overtone 
series-that  you  just  can’t  match.  Renaissance  music 


has  more  variety  of  color  than  we  do  now.  They  have 
families  of  instruments— take  the  krummhorn 
family— for  which  we  have  no  modern  counterparts.” 
Keith  began  working  with  ancient  instruments  when 
told  by  an  instructor  that  his  musical  compositions 
for  recorder  were  too  demanding  for  the  instrument. 
He  bought  some  recorders  and  mastered  the 
compositions,  gaining  deep  respect  for  the  recorder  as 
an  instrument. 

But  Keith  has  touched  on  beast  number  two. 
How  do  you  master  an  instrument  you  haven’t  heard 
of  until  -college?  As  Keith  puts  it,  “We  try  to 
compress  in  about  one  to  three  years  the  abifities  and 
performance  requirements  that  an  orchestral  player 
has  been  working  on  for  six  years.  And  we  didn’t  live 
back  then.  We  don’t  know  how  they  solved  their 
performance  problems.  How  did  they  keep  their 
krummhorns  in  tune?  Well,  they  must  have.  But  how 
did  they  do  it?  Kick  it  in  the  left  side  of  the  reed  and 
twist  it?  Well,  these  are  things  that  we  have  to  find 
out.  As  our  performances  get  better,  we’re  closing  the 

gap.”

as  in  previous  years.  Most  recent  member,  Denise 
Coldren  of  A Cappella  Choir,  added  her  lovely 
soprano  voice  to  a most  enjoyable  and  unusual 
concert  January  8.  Assisting  the  ensemble  for  the 
evening  were  soprano  Linda  Bowman  and 
harpsichordist  Karen  Heninger.  The  beasts  were  quite 
calm  except  for  a tuning  problem  or  two.  The 
good-humored  poise  and  verve  of  the  performers,  the 
color,  the  tonality,  and  the  charm  of  the 
presentations  made  believers  of  many. 

Director  Wakefield  was  understandably  pleased. 
History  seems  to  be  going  his  way.  When  he  first 
bought  recorders  in  1937,  the  music  stores  did  not 
even  know  what  they  were.  Now  cultured  people  all 
over  the  world  are  clamoring  for  them.  Our  BYU 
English  faculty  has  a proficient  recorder  ensemble 
that  meets  often.  Demand  has  far  outstripped  supply 
for  many  of  the  instruments,  and  subsequent 
inflation  has  driven  prices  from  $30  to  $40  per 
instrument  to  $200  or  $300.  Ralph  Vaughn  Williams, 
Benjamin  Britten,  and  Bela  Bartok  have  composed  for 
them.  Wakefield’s  own  compositions  are  now  widely 
respected.  And  twenty-five  years  of  effort  has  yielded 
a truly  extraordinary  group.  vp_ 


And  performances  have  been  getting  better.  This 
year’s  ensemble  is  one  of  the  best  in  collegiate 
America.  Brother  Wakefield  calls  it  a “happy 
combination.”  Keith  Loraine  is  back  from  two  years 
in  the  service— during  which  he  got  a lot  of  practice. 
Lynn  Carson,  research  specialist,  is  back.  The  ten 
members  on  the  concert  level  all  have  very  musical 
backgrounds.  Mary  Lou  Prince  composes  some 
excellent  music  for  the  group.  Jeff  Osborne  is  proud 
to  be  the  only  zink  player  in  the  school.  Carolyn 
Flatley,  Patti  Burton,  Pamela  Hamblen,  Barbara  Hart,

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Correlation:  Getting  the  Gears  to  Mesh

“Reed  and  I and  others  as  well  talked 
about  the  correlation  idea  for  a year  before 
we  ran  for  office,”  said  ASBYU  Executive 
Vice  President  Alan  Wilkins,  “for  we  wanted  a 
means  to  get  church  groups  like  the  MIA 
together  with  the  student  government.  We 
found  that  both  groups  were  after  the 
individual  student  but  were  sometimes 
working  at  cross-purposes.” 

According  to  Wilkins,  the  Wilcox 
administration  took  the  initiative  to  build 
interest  in'  the  program  but  lacked  the 
authority  to  organize  it.  At  a meeting  held  last 
year  to  examine  the  possibility  of  such  a 
program,  only  a small  number  of  those 
attending  were  student  leaders. 

Present  at  that  meeting  were  President 
Dallin  Oaks,  Regional  Representative  of  the 
Twelve  LaMont.  Richards,  Church 
Commissioner  of  Education  Neal  Maxwell, 
Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks,  Dean  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  members  of  the  MIA  general 
boards,  Wilcox  and  Wilkins.  Wilkins  is 
presently  working  as  the  student  government 
liaison  to  the  other  groups  involved  in  the 
program. 

The  Problems  Defined 

Four  sub-committees,  composed  of 
members  of  this  original  group  and  other 
leaders  from  both  school  and  Church  who 
were  called  in  later,  were  formed  to  study 
different  problems  of  correlation.  The 
problems,  now  under  study,  are: 

(1 ) What  are  the  social  needs  at  BYU? 

(2)  How  can  social  needs  best  be  met? 

(3)  How  can  funds  best  be  correlated? 

And  (4)  How  can  the  calendar  be  built  to 

better  correlate  the  schedules  of  all  groups 
involved  on  campus? 

The  study  groups  will  make  their  final 
reports  along  with  their  recommendations  for 
solving  the  problems  next  month. 

The  goals  of  the  program  are  long  range 
and,  according  to  Wilkins,  will  not  show  real 
fruits  until  next  year  or  even  later.  However, 
some  recommendations  have  already  been 
made  by  the  subcommittees  and  have  been 
accepted  by  the  authorities  concerned. 

Evening  Classes, 
Home  Evening,  MIA 

One  problem  which  required  immediate 
attention  was  what  to  do  with  the  classes 
formerly  held  on  Monday  night,  after  that 
night  was  reserved  for  Family  Home  Evening. 


In  seeking  a solution  to  this  problem,  the 
committee,  which  contains  a number  of  MIA 
people,  was  faced  with  the  task  of  deciding 
the  value  of  MIA  at  BYU.  The  reason  for  this 
was  that  Tuesday  night,  the  regular  night  for 
MIA,  was  the  most  logical  time  to  hold  the 
displaced  classes.  “We  had  to  decide  whether 
to  hold  MIA  at  all,”  said  Wilkins,  “or  perhaps 
to  hold  it  several  nights  during  the  week  to 
decrease  conflict.” 

A working  solution  to  the  problem  was 
found  by  ending  most  of  the  new  Tuesday 
night  classes  at  about  7:00  with  the.exception 
of  20  to  25  of  them  which  meet  during  MIA. 

Other  proposals  concerning  MIA  have 
been  accepted.  One  is  that  experimental 
MIA’s  be  run  during  Spring  semester.  For 
example,  the  79th  ward  will  meet  twice  a 
month.  Other  MIA’s  will  be  organized  along 
ward  family  lines. 

The  other  MIA  proposal  accepted  is  that 
all  stake  MIA  superintendents  and  presidents 
be  called  before  the  end  of  each  school  year 
“so  they  can  work  with  others  in  planning 
activities  in  advance.” 

Two  other  proposals  of  the  committees 
have  been  accepted.  One  is  that  the  deadline 
for  the  activities  calendar  be  no  later  than 
May  30th  each  year  to  get,  among  other 
things,  the  greatest  possible,  use  from' each 
building  on  campus  during  the  school  year. 

“We  want  to  improve  the 
quality,  not  add  to  the 
quantity  of  activities.” 

The  other  proposal  accepted  is  that  a different 
picture  of  activity  conflict  be  adopted.  “With 
25,000  students,  the  conflict  betvyeen  two 
activities  is  not  that  serious.  Two  or  more 
activities  on  a given  night  could  be  well 
attended,”  according  to  Wilkins-.  There  is  still 
the  need  for  priorities  in  the  new  picture, 
however.  A ten-stake  gathering  would  have 
priority  over  anything  else. 

Among  the  proposals  to  be  made  in  March 
is  one  to  compile  an  activities  and 
organizations  handbook.  This  handbook 
would  not  describe  the  various  organizations 
but  rather  would  show  the  student  ways  of 
getting  ‘‘involved  meaningfully  in 
organizations.”  The  book  would  be 
distributed  at  registration. 

The  correlation  committee  does  not  plan 
activities.  “We  want  to  improve  the  quality, 
not  add  to  the  quantity  of  activities,”  said 
Wilkins  finally.

The  aim  of  the  activities  correlation 
program  is  to  prove  that  student  government 
“really  can  cooperate”  with  other  groups 
concerned  with  the  students  of  BYU.  The 
Wilcox  administration  is  hopeful  that 
activities  correlation  will  become  an  official 
part  of  the  constitution  of  this  school.

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Listen  and  Learn:  The  LRC  Facilities

Gone  are  the  days  when  all  teachers  give  lectures 
in  class,  assign  papers,  and  grade  them  by  hand. 

In  our  electronic  age,  it  is  not  at  all  uncommon 
for  a student  to  attend  a T.V.  lecture  one  hour,  turn 
in  a theme  recorded  on  a cassette  tape  the  next,  then 
return  home  for  another  lecture  which  he  watches 
from  a couch  in  his  dorm. 


year,  for  example,  the  system  was  used  60,000  times. 
Those  who  want  to  listen  to  music  for  its  own  sake, 
therefore,  are  directed  to  the  Wilkinson  Center’s 
stereo  listening  room.  “With  the  number  of  students 
who  use  the  system  for  class  assignments,”  says 
Brother  Gallacher,  “pleasure  listening  here  is  out  of 
the  question.” 

Audio  Services 

Included  in  the  LRC  is  the  6000-disc  records 
collection.  Most  are  of  classical  music  and  literature. 
Here,  too,  are  recorded  readings  from  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  and  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants.  Twelve  thousand  tapes,  including 
many  of  the  same  recordings,  are  also  stored  in  the 
large  steel  racks  behind  the  record-tape  library  desk. 
The  title  of  each  tape  or  record  (along  with  musical 
scores  of  many  works)  is  given  a call  number  and  filed 
in  the  large  card  catalogue  on  the  fifth  floor.  Hearing 
a selection  there,  then,  is  a matter  of  taking  the  call 
number  to  the  systems  window,  where  a worker  will 
supply  the  channel  number  your  selection  will  be 
played  on.  Wired-in  headsets  on  the  24-channel 
“patch  panels”  provide  more  accessibility  and  a 
greater  number  of  listening  stations.  In  addition,  eight 
cart-mounted  tape  decks  allow  students  to  start  and 
stop  their  own  tapes.  This  is  important  in  the  case  of 
advanced  music  students  who  must  analyze  musical 
selections  in  depth. 

Any  significant  or  major  campus  address  (such  as 
those  presented  in  forum  and  devotional)  are  also 


What’s  in  it  for  You? 

About  1/3  of  the  BYU  student  body  is  now 
enrolled  in  classes  that  use  video  tapes.  Most  students 
will  probably  take  a class  either  this  year  or  later  in 
their  college  careers  that  will  require  some  knowledge 
obtained  from  audio-visual  gadgetry.  David  Gallacher, 
Supervisor  of  the  Learning  Resource  Center  which  is 
located  on  the  library’s  fifth  floor,  remarks  that 
students’  procrastination  of  learning  to  use  the 
electronic  equipment  is  humorous  in  a tragic  way. 
“We  have  to  laugh  at  the  end  of  each  semester,”  he 
says,  “when  students  in  Humanities  101  (or  other 
classes  that  require  extensive  listening  all  semester) 
come  in  and  say,  ‘I  have  a listening  final  tomorrow. 
How  do  you  work  your  equipment?!’  ” 

A student  should  give  himself  a head  start— should 
find  out  now  about  how  the  audio-visual  resources 
can  help  him.  It’s  a safe  bet  that  working  along  with 
his  assignments  throughout  the  semester  will  earn  him 
better  scores  on  the  final  than  cramming  in  the  last 
,week  will. 

It  might  be  interjected  here,  too,  that  the  services 
of  the  Learning  Resource  Center  (LRC)’  are  to  be 
used  strictly  for  class  assignments.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  BYU’s  system  was  installed  to  serve  the  needs 
of  a student  population  of  10,000.  The  student  body 
now  numbers  2/i  times  that.  During  the  70-71  school 
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available  on  tape  within  an  hour’s  notice,  as  is 
information  on  any  of  the  6000  more  tapes  and 
thousands  of  records  from  the  University’s  tape 
archives.  This  is  done  via  an  underground  cable 
system  and  direct  phone  line  that  allow  instant 
communication  for  ordering  such  tapes. 

The  library  also  has  3000  cassette  tapes  and  100 
tape  recorders.  These  are  used  for  taking  the  library 
tape-tours,  listening  to  special  assignments,  or 
recording  themes.  Cassette  tapes  are  checked  out  like 
library  books.  They  can  be  rented  for  personal  use, 
too,  such  as  for  playing  or  recording  “talking”  letters. 

6,000  records... 

3,000  casette  tapes... 
120  different  channels... 

Another  audio-type  service  is  provided  by  the 
system  in  the  form  of  160  wireless  headsets.  A 
student  can  listen  to  a program  on  the  channel  carried 
by  a wireless  loop  installed  inside  the  library  roof. 
This  allows  a student  to  listen  anywhere  on  the  fifth 
floor. 

Visual  Services 

The  LRC  is  not  limited  solely  to  audio  services, 
however.  Often  sound  tapes  are  used  along  with 
filmstrips  in  individual  rear-screen  projectors. 
Carousels  for  slides,  too,  can  be  checked  out.
